Caison  said  most  of  the 
expenses  thus  far  have 
involved  helping  smaller  state 
conventions  with  travel  and 
other  needs  —  along  with  trav¬ 
el  and  expenses  for  administra¬ 
tive  teams  to  set  up  in  the  area. 

More  than  25,000  trained  vol¬ 
unteers  currently  are  part  of  the 
disaster  Relief  network  nation¬ 
wide.

Clapping 

It  is  not  unusual  to  hear 
clapping  in  our  churches  these 
days.  I,  like  many  of  you,  can 
remember  when  you  never 
heard  anyone  clap  in  church. 
But,  today  it  is  fairly  common 
to  applaud  at  a  wedding  when 
the  young  couple  is  intro¬ 
duced  to  trie  congregation  for 
the  first  time  or  at  a  baptism 
when  a  person  comes  up  out 
of  die  water.  Sometimes  you 
hear  people  clapping  after  a 
song,  when  a  special  guest  is 
introduced,  or  when  a  great 
goal  has  been  achieved  by  the 
people  of  God. 

I  have  even  had  people  to 
applaud  when  I  preach.  Well, 
actually  they  broke  out  clapping 
when  I  said  I  was  only  going  to 
speak  for  10  minutes.  Some 
cnuiches  dap  more  often  than 
others.  Some  do  it  rarely.  Some 
love  it.  Some  abhor  it  What  is 
dapping  anyway?  Well,  the  dic¬ 
tionary  says  that  the  dap  is  "to 
beat  one's  hands  together  repeat¬ 
edly  so  as  to  produce  a  senes  of 
sharp,  percussive  noises."  But, 
that  hardly  tells  what  clapping  is 
all  about.  To  clarify  what  the  dic¬ 
tionary  is  saying  here,  let  me 
enlarge  on  these  noises  that  we 
are  hearing. 

Clapping  has  become  a  part  of 
our  repertoire  of  non-verbal  com¬ 
municative  expressions.  A  dap, 
or  a  round  of  applause,  has  a  lot 
of  definitions.  Sometimes  it  says, 
"Welcome!"  Sometimes  it  says, 
"You  did  good!"  Sometimes  it 
says,  "Thank  you!"  At  other 
times  it  means,  "We  love  you!" 
Occasionally,  clapping  means 
that  we  are  happy  and  rust  don't 
know  what  to  say.  At  other  times 
it  says  that  we  are  upset  and 
someone  has  verbalized  our 
anger.  Generally  speaking,  clap¬ 
ping  has  become  a  part  of  our 
culture  whereby  we  express  our 
approval  over  good  feelings  and 
our  good  will  towards  someone. 
We  dap  if  tire  President  enters 
the  room,  if  a  touchdown  is 
scored,  if  the  National  Anthem  is 
sung,  if  the  troops  return,  or  if  the 
candles  are  blown  out  at  a  birth¬ 
day  party  for  a  100-year  old.  For 
us  it  is  the  means  of  expressing 
our  feelings  as  a  group.

my  feelings 
concerning 
clapping.  "Do 
you  like  it?" 

*'Do  you  not 
like  it?" 

Usually,  I  can 
tell  by  the  ques¬ 
tion  and  the 
tone  how  the 
questioner  feels  - 
about  clapping.  Personally,  I 
have  several  thoughts  about 
clapping  in  the  church: 

One  thought  I  have  is  some¬ 
times  it  just  beats  nothing.  I 
mean  sometimes  a  church  will 
break  out  in  applause  rather  than 
to  sit  and  not  nave  any  expres¬ 
sion  related  to  an  event. 
Occasionally,  someone  will  say  to 
me  that  we  ought  to  not  clap  in 
church-  What  we  ought  to  ao  is 
say,  "Amen."  Well  that  suits  me! 
But,  what  if  no  one  says  "Amen," 
or  daps,  or  even  blinks  their  eyes 
when  there  is  a  glorious  thing 
that  has  happened? 

It  just  seems  to  me  that  there 
are  occasions  and  experiences  in 
the  Lord's  work  when  somebody 
ought  to  do  something  to  express 
the  flood  of  gratitude  felt  by  all. 
The  Scripture  says  that  when  one 
sinner  repents  joy  breaks  out  in 
Heaven.  That's  what  the  Book 
says.  But,  how  do  you  see  or 
know  how  that  joy  is  spread 
throughout  the  folks  in  Heaven? 
What  do  they  do  in  Heaven  that 
expresses  ioy  and  delight?  Do 
they  say  "Amen?"  Domeysing? 
Do  they  run?  Do  they  smile?  Do 
they  dap?  Do  they  kneel?  Do 
they  laugh?  I  don't  know. 
However,  there  is  some  expres¬ 
sion  of  joy  that  seems  to  be  every¬ 
where.  Sometimes  clapping  may 
not  be  the  best  filing  to  do,  out  it 
beats  doing  nothing! 

A  second  thought  that  I  have 
about  clapping  is  that  it  is  not 
anti-Scriptural!  While  1  may 
not  always  feel  comfortable

with  applause,  or  with  the 
place,  or  the  time  that  it  hap¬ 
pens,  it  is  not  an  ungodly  act 
and  it  is  not  unbiblical.  Psalm 
47:1  says,  "Oh,  clap  your  hands 
all  ye  people.  Shout  unto  the 
Lord  with  the  voice  of  tri¬ 
umph."  I'm  not  going  to 
address  the  second  half  of  that 
verse  in  this  article,  but  the 
instructions  for  corporate 
expression  of  victory  among 
God's  people  are  to  dap.  In 
fact,  in  Isaiah  55:12,  the  Lord 
indicates  that  God's  people  are 
to  be  so  blessed  and  so  victori¬ 
ous  that  even  the  trees  of  the 
field  will  join  them  in  clapping. 
Clapping  seems  to  be  a  kind  of 
"pop-off'  valve  for  when  our 

§ood  feelings  in  the  Lord  rise  to 
re  point  that  we  just  have  to 
let  them  overflow.  We  put  our 
hands  together  in  praise, 
thanksgiving,  and  joy. 

I  remember,  years  ago,  when 
the  hostages  were  released 
from  Iran.  For  months  we,  as  a 
nation,  had  felt  captive  as  our 
fellow  citizens  were  held  in 
prison  in  Iran.  The  day  that 
they  were  released  I  was  speak¬ 
ing  at  a  church.  Prior  to  the  ser¬ 
vice  a  man  who  was  serving  as 
an  usher  said,  "If  we  get  word 
that  the  hostages  are  let  go,  I 
will  notify  you."  I  replied.  Yes 
sir."  During  that  service  the 
release  took  place  and  he  came 
in  at  the  back  and  held  up  a 
handmade  sign  on  a  piece  of 
cardboard.  It  said,  "The 
hostages  are  free!"  I  paused  in

A  final  thought  that  I  have 
about  clapping  is  this.  Simply 
stated  -  it  ought  to  have  mean¬ 
ing.  It  should  be  genuine,  sin¬ 
cere,  and  appropriate.  That 
certainly  raises  a  note  of  cau¬ 
tion  as  we  tend  to  evaluate 
everybody  else's  genuineness. 
What  strikes  a  deep  emotional 
cord  in  one  person  may  not  in 


gathered  there  felt  obligated  to 
applaud  my  prayer.  They 
applauded  not  because  of  what  I 
prayed,  or  because  it  was  in  any 
way  appropriate,  but  it  is  what 
they  had  done  for  the  other  two 
and  so  they  did  it  for  me.  While 
I  did  not  need  for  them  to  dap 
and  certainly  never  expected  it,  I 


any  way  affect  another  person,  realized  when  I  got  through  that 
If  it  doesn't  touch  your  heart,  they  felt  like  they  ought  to  do 


do  not  assume  or  interpret  that 
it  should  not  touch  someone 
else's  heart.  By  the  same  token, 
we  ought  to  recognize  that 
clapping  can  be  repetitive, 
heartless,  and  ritualistic  in 
itself.  Clapping  in  church  can 
become  as  routine,  as  pro¬ 
grammed,  and  as  ritualistic  as 
sitting  stone-cold,  unmoved, 
and  still.  Now,  sometimes 
what  happens  to  us  is  that  we 
just  get  into  the  routine  of  clap¬ 
ping  and  we  just  have  to  do  it 
because  we  do  it! 

One  day  I  was  asked  to  par- 


something  and  so  they  did. 

Clapping  in  church  is  like 
singing,  saying  amen,  listening  to 
a  sermon,  or  kneeling  -  it  can  be 
done  with  great  thought  and 
meaning,  or  it  can  be  mindless 
and  pointless.  It  can  be  encourag¬ 
ing  to  others  and  glorifying  to 
God,  or  it  can  be  out  of  place  and 
disrespectful.  It  can  come  at  a 
time  of  heaven  on  earth  euphoria, 
or  it  can  be  empty  and  awkward. 

My  final  thought  for  you 
and  me  is,  "Don't  miss  out  on 
getting  in  on  the  good  things 
that  God  is  doing!"

The  Holy  Spirit  is  our 
Counselor  -  our  parak- 
letos  -  meaning,  "one 
called  to  the  side  of 
another."  Different  ver¬ 
sions  of  the  Bible  use 
words  such  as 
"Comforter"  i  (KJV), 
"Helper"  (NAS),  and 
"Friend"  (The  Message). 
.  His  purpose  is  to  help 
619  in  any  way  possible:  as 
a  Friend  called  in  to  help  when 
we  are  troubled,  distressed,  or 
confused;  as  a  Commander 
called  in  to  help  a  discouraged, 
dispirited  army;  as  an 
Advocate  called  in  to  help 
when  a  defendant  needs  his 
case  pleaded;  as  a  Counselor 
called  in  to  help  when  we  are 
depressed;  as  a  Minister  called 
in  to  encourage  when  we  are 
progressing  in  our  Christian 
life;  as  a  Coach  to  keep  us  run¬ 
ning  the  race  well.  As  one  per¬ 
son  said,  "The  Holy  Spirit  is  a 
helper,  not  a  doer"  (Karen 
Huybrechts,  quoted  in  An 
Encyclopedia  of  Compelling 
Quotations,  p.  347.) 

The  Spirit  as  Teacher  — 
14:25-26;  16:12-15 

The  teaching  role  of  file  Spirit  is 
so  important  He  made  sure  that 


the  disdples  grasped  the  truths  in 
the  words  of  Jesus  and  recorded 
them  exactly  how  God  wanted 
them  recorded  in  the  New 
Testament.  The  promise  that  Jesus 
gave  to  die  disciples  ensures  the 
validity  of  the  New  Testament. 
The  disdples  were  eyewitnesses 
of  Jesus'  life  and  teachings,  and 
the  Spirit  helped  them  remember 
without  taking  away  their  indi¬ 
vidual  perspectives. 

This  gives  us  confidence  that 
the  Gospels  are  absolutely 
accurate  records  of  what  Jesus 
taught  and  did. 

In  much  die  same  way,  the 
Spirit  helps  us  as  we  study  the 
Word  of  God.  We  trust  Him  to 
teach  us,  to  "guide  us  into  all 
truth,"  convince  us  of  God's  will, 
and  remind  us  when  we  stray 
from  die  truth.

The  word  for  "convict"  (v. 


8)  has  a  twofold  meaning:  to 
convict  and  to  convince.  The 
Holy  Spirit  brings  conviction, 
continually  pricking  a  per¬ 
son's  heart  until  there  is  the 
realization  of  guilt  and  sin. 
The  Holy  Spirit  also  con¬ 
vinces  the  person  that  the  fact 
of  his/her  guilt  is  true. 

The  disciples  were  under¬ 
standably  filled  with  sorrow 
when  Jesus  informed  them  that 
He  would  be  leaving  them.  He 
was  their  Master,  their  Messiah, 
and  their  Friend.  How  could 
anything  good  come  from  His 
departure? 

Jesus  knew  that  He  had  to 
leave  so  that  the  Spirit  could 
come  and  do  things  that  only 
He  (the  Spirit)  could  do.  Only 
the  Spirit  could  convict  the 
world:  1)  of  the  sin  of  unbe¬ 
lief;  2)  of  righteousness;  3)  and 
of  judgment.

His  daily  televi¬ 
sion  show,  This  Is 
Your  Day,  can  be  seen 
in  190  countries  and  p, 
his  monthly  miracle 
crusades  are  almost  always 
attended  by  overflow  crowds. 
Tens  of  millions  worldwide 
believe  Hinn  to  be  one  of 
God's  greatest  spokesmen. 

Undoubtedly,  Hinn's  teach¬ 
ings  on  physical  healing  are  for 
what  he  is  best  known.  In  short, 
Hinn  teaches  that  it  is  always 
God's  will  for  the  believer  to 
walk  in  perfect  divine  health. 
Says  Hinn,  "He  promises  to  heal 
all  —  every  one,  any,  any  what¬ 
soever,  everything  —  all  our  dis¬ 
eases."  This  is  an  exceedingly 
reckless  and  unbiblical  assertion. 

It  is  a  matter  of  biblical 
record  that  not  all  of  God's  ser¬ 
vants  walked  in  perfect  divine 
health;  i.e.  Job,  Epaphroditus, 
Trophimus,  Timothy,  and  the 
Apostle  Paul  all  suffered 
physical  ailments.  If  an  afflict¬ 
ed  believer  prays  for  healing 
but  does  not  receive  it,  then 
whose  fault  is  it?
